1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration, in light of the Supplemental Appeal Brief filed August 3, 2007 (hereinafter the 
Brief), claims 1-24 are allowed. In interpreting the claims in light of the Specification and 
applicants' arguments found in the Brief, the examiner finds the claims patentably distinct from 
the prior art of record. The applicants argued the prior art of record fails to fairly teach or 
suggest, either alone or in combination, an Internet interface service system and method which 
provide high-speed connection services to mobile terminal carried by respective users in public 
places (See Brief, page 16, line 7 - page 17, line 7 and page 18, lines 3-8). The examiner agrees.
